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To Purchase Lease 
County, Township, City Join in 


Grayling Air, Inc. Transaction

A determined effort by all 
units of government in Crawford 
County te regain control of the 
airport iere has gone one stage 
further with the approval of the 
plan by the Grayling Township 
Board, 

_'n a special meeting Friday 
night the Township authorized 
the spending of $12,500 as their 
25% share of the total cost of 
$50,000 needed to purchase the 
ieeas rights from Grayling Air 
ne. 

With the approval of the third 
unit of government. shortly 
following the authorization for 
funds by the city ($12,500) and 
Crawford County ($25.000) of- 
ficials of Kirtland Community 
Coliege (KCC) are very optimis- 
tic about the progress that has 
been made. 

Negotiations surrounding the 
leasing problems at the airport 
Nave heen going on for many 
years now and officials at the 
college have reserved their 
comments until all arrange- 
ments are finalized and the 
lease transactions have been 
completed. 

They are however much more 
Optimistic now that the deal is 
underway. "The whole situation 
fooks very promising now that 
we have all three units of 
government involved.” said KCC 
acting president. Raymond Ho- 
mer. on Monday. “We are 
especially pleased that things 
are progressing well and it 
looks tike we will hopefully be 
aSie tG gst Underway with Gur 
construction. At this stage we 
can at least see the light at the

end of the tunnel.” 

Homer said that if there were 
no further hang-ups or prob- 
Jems the school would strive to 
start construction of their faci- 
lities at the airport this year and 
possibly have it done by the 
beginning of the winter term in 
January. The Upper Great Lakes 
Regional Commission had set 
aside a $122,000 grant which 
can be used to double the size 
of the present aviation school 
facility at the airport. Kirtland 
has additional funds. as well. 
earmarked for the $150,000 
project. 

KCC Board chairman Robert 
Bovee said. “I am encouraged 
on these developments and the 
beard is ¥ g to segin the 
next step toward expansion 
while awaiting the completion 
of the negotiations.” 

Grayling Township Supervi- 


sor, Bernie Fowler, said Mon- 
day that there was not a fierce 
debate surrounding the airport 
decision. He said he exnlained 
to the members what the latest 
deveiopments were on the si- 
tuation and they approved the 
funds after a general discus- 
sign. 

"We felt the project is very 
worthwhile and we have to make 
a determined effort to get it 
going.” he said. Fowler said 
there will be another meeting 
soon to finalize the details of 
the negotiations 

Fowler also pointed out the 
opportunities and good fortune 
enjoyed by this area in already 
having such good facilities on 
hand. The same sentiments 
were voiced by Homer at 
Kirtland. Fowler said. “1 am 
sure that many people do not

Jay Stephan Jr., of Grayling, 
is finally getting his muscles 
back in shape after taking third 
piace in the 30th Annual Au- 
Sabie River Canoe Race, com- 
ing in only 11 minutes after the 
first place team of Claude ana 
serge Corbin, of Quebec. 

All of the racers struggled 


rough weather that eliminated 
over 50% of the teams before 
the race finished up in Oscoda 
15 hours. 17 minutes and 42 
seconds after it began here in 
Grayling. 

Stephan and his partner, 
John Baker of Ann Arbor, 
completed the course with a 
time of 15:28:19. 

The first place resuit was no 
surprise to Stephan who said. “I 
had expected the Corbins to win 
if they entered the race. They 
are the fastest racers that | 
know of in North America. They 
are probably the fastest in the 
world. There may be two men 
hiding out in Africa or some- 
where that are faster but, | have 
never heard of them’, he said. 
“Those boys are really fast”. 

Stepnan said the Frenchmen 
are used to paddling the big 
rivers of Quebec, the Ottawa 
and the St. Lawrence where the 
water is deep and the only 
obstacles are the floating pulp 
logs. It is in the deep water that 
these men shine and not in the 
trickier sections of the river 
according to Stephan. “Where 
the river winds and twists and is 
narrow as it is up this way they 
have a hard time, but when they 
get into the backwaters and 
ponds lower down the river 
they are reaily in their home- 
waters and then they can really 
go."

Then just before 
the finish | always seem to tire 
out again. At that stage | know 
it is as much a mental type of 
exhaustion as well as a physical 
one. You know you cannot 
catch the first place team and it 
seems like an effort just to keep 
going in the water.” 

A third place only 11 minutes 
behind however, is an effort to 
be praised and for Stephan who 
has placed in that position 
before, it was an exhausting but 
nice reward. 

“It sure beats placing last. | 
am well satistied. There were a 
few other teams ontered that | 
was not sure we could beat so | 
think we have done pretty well.”

Other than the above, my 
father was raised by two aunts 
who advised him that his father 
wag no good and had run off. 
They refused to discuss his 
parents any further 

Mr. Bud Hunter assisted me 
in plotting out the property as 
recorded in the deed. The 
property included 84 acres on 
the southwest edge of Lake 
Margrethe. He advised .me to 
check with Mr. Jim Harris at the 
Abstract Office who was of 
great assistance in showing me 
the records indicating the ac- 
quisition of the land and the 
eventual Sheriff's sale of the 
property. 

Kathie Piper and Fay Bovee of 
the Avalanche office arranged 
an appointment for me with 
Cotonel Sloan at the National 
Guard base to discuss the 
property at the lake. Col. Sloan 
gave his permission for Mr. 
Weaver to show me the pro- 
perty. Col. Sloan felt that Mr. 
Weaver was more knowledge- 
uble of the area and would be 
better able to help me. 

This property was the home- 
site of my grandfather and the 
birthplace of my father and my 
aurit. Mr. Weaver and | drove to 
the area and began looking 
around. Mr. Weaver showed me 
two areas where he knew there 
had been buildings, one a 
house and the other a storage 
shed. There is also a boat house 
still standing which we believe 
might be part of the original 
estate. A third area was some- 
what of a mystery. It is a large 
clearing approximately 100 by 
200. | believe it to be (he site of 
the Woodmere Poultry Farm 
which | will discuss later. 

Going back to my visit at the 
courthouse on 7/25/77, | was 
unable to find any record of 
marriage, birth, or death of any 
af tha mambore af tho formity t 
was looking particularly for a 
birth record for my father, 
Donald J. Hannes, or my Aunt, 
Dorothy Hannes, | assume that 
it was not uncommon in those 
days for parents not to record 
the births of their children. 

1! next visited the Historical 
Society. Marie Daly was unable 
to locate any specific informa- 
tion but took my card and 
graciously offered to make 
several inquiries. 

Since that tima, | have spent 
most of my time at the library. 
My numerous visits and hours 
seated at the microfilm machine 
have netted the following re- 
sults, which | will present in 
chronological order.

“The Hannes Mystery" 

“Intense excitement has pre- 
vailed for the past week over the 
disappearance of John L. Han- 
nes, Master of the Grange, 
President of the Grawford Coun- 
ty Farmers Telephone Co. and 
principal owner and manager of 
the Woodmere Poultry Farm at 
Portage Lake. 

He was transacting business 
here during the afternoon of 
Tuesday, the 25th, and decided 


tn og te Boscommon that 


to go 
evening on business connected 
with the Telephone Company, 
and called up his wife by phone. 
notifying her of the fact, and 
that he would te home by noon 
Wednesday. and wished her and 
the children to be ready to 
accompany him to Saginaw or 
the afternoon train, where it is 
known he had business. 

He left the village by the 
Roscommon road between 7 
and 8 o'clock in the evening, 
since which time all trace of him 
is lost. His horse was found in 
the morning unhitched from the 
buggy and unharnessed, and 
tied to a posi in Roscommon, 
but no one could tell when or by 
whom it was left. 

The conductor of the train 
south says that there was no 
passenger from that village on 
hie train and enquiry alang tha 
tine gives no clue. 

It is known that he had a 
considerable sum of money 
with him, and his friends who 
know him best believe that he 
was waylaid, or demented by 
overwork. 

He came to this county five 
years ago and entered a home- 
stead on the west shore of 
Portage Lake, where by un- 
dauntable perseverence he was 
making a beautiful home. Two 
children had been born to him, 
and his domestic reiations 
seemed to be all that could be 
desired. 

He had been a printer, and 
had held important positions on 
the staff of the York World and 


the best papers in the West, and = 


for some time controlled the St. 
Louis (Mo.) Post Dispatch, and 
in the interest of these papers 
Nad iraveied exiensiveiy in ine 
old world and over this conti- 
nent. He is a writer of no mean 
ability and a man of unusual 


He had in some way lost a 
competence which he had accu- 
mulated before coming here and 
his necessities compelled his 
looking for work while building 
his new home, and for four 
years much of his time was 
spent in this office. where he 
became acquainted with nearly 
everyone in the county and had 
won the respect and esteem of 
all who now unite in deepest 
sympathy for his lovely wife and 
children. 

A fire in March destroyed a 
number of his buildings and 
deranged his business for this 
year, and some debts had been 
contracted but no one believes 
sufficient to cause his abscond- 
ing on that account though 
some pessimists are sure all is 
wrong. 

\f there has been no foul play, 
we confidently expect his re-

other reason of hie absence and 
that he will return.”
